NEARING THE END. 


The hearing was resumed yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Pim and a city special jury, in 
the ming’s Benoh Division at the King’s Inne, 
Dublin, of the action for £10,132 17s. 6d. 
hought by Lloyd's Bank, Ltd., against the 
following defendants :—George P. Fleming 
ihe Grange, Monkstown, Co. Dublin; David 
Kellett, of Kellett’s Stores, South George's 
street, Dublin; John J. McKenzie, St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin; John White, of 34 
Worcester Drive, Liverpool; Patrick J. 
McAadrew, 3 College Green, Dublin, and 
William E. Fitzsimons, of Bellview, Tivoli 
terrace, Kingstown. 

The plaintiffs claimed for principal and in- 
terest against the defendants as acceptors of 
a bill of exchange dated 18th July, 1921, 
drawn by Jones, Lind and Co. for £10,000 
and endorsed by Jones, Lind and Co. to the 
plaintiffs. 

Defences had been lodged by all the de- 
fondants, who alleged that White had 
‘randulently used the bill to discharge or 
secure payment of an alleged personal debt. 
White did not appear and was not profes- 
sionally represented. 

Mr. G. FitzGibbon, K.C., M.P.; Mr. Den- 
ying, K.C., and Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by 
\iessrs. W. M. Moore and Son) appeared for 
the plaintiffs. Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C.; Mr. 
,. A. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. John O'Byrne 
instructed by Mr. J. M. McDowell) appeared 
tor the defendants, George P. Fleming and 
Thavid Kellett.- Mr. John Costello (instructed 
by Messrs. McKenzie and Skehan) appeared 
tor the defendants, John McKenzie, P. 4. 
\ieAndrew, and W. E. Fitzsimons. 

Ir. John J. MeKenzie, who was under 
examination at the adjournment on Monday 
evening, continued his evidence. He said 
that he received a letter from Mr. White's 

itor, Mr. Stephenson, of Liverpool, claim- 
ne £10,000, with interest, against him, and 
he believed that his colleagues received similar 
communications on foot of the bill of exchange.

\\itness had ascertained that White and Lind 
were at the Euston Hotel together. 


IRISH BANK’S ACTION. 


' W, KE. Fitzsimons, another member of 
the Dublin group in connection with the 
petro! deal and a defendant in the action, 
stated that he first met White in 1919. The 
suggestion of purchasing the cargo of petrol 
vas first mooted in May, 1921, when White 
d that he could get the petrol on three or 
x months’ bills and get storage in Man- 
hester, and that he knew the motor trade in 
‘he North of England, and that they conld 
ell the petrol at 3d. per gallon under the 
“combine ” price, and that the petrol would 
he exactly the same as Shell No. 1 or Pratt’s. 
White never stayed more than one day in 
Dublin. The witness went to London with 
White, where they met a broker who said 
that petrol never left America except for spot 
cash, and that only big firms got three days’ 
credit. White suggested as an alternative that 
the Irish banks should be got to guarantee 
the money. They returned to Dublin, but the 
banks turned down the transaction, saying that 
it was too big. Subsequently, on May 
29th 19 bills were given to White, and he 
wid witness were given a power of attorney. 
the bills were to be put in safe keeping 
until they were exchanged with the sellers of 
& cargo of petrol. Towards the end of July 
the Dublin group became anxious as to the 
bills. Witness went to London, and saw 
White at the office of Jones, Lind and Co. 
Witness*was told that the bills had been de- 
posited with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Co. Subsequently, White wrote to them that 
the petrol was on its way. They wired for 
Lind to come to Dublin, and on 12th August 
Lind told the group that White had not gone 
straight either with the group or with him- 
self. Mr. Lind then laid his own plans before 
the gromp. The group were satisfied that 
Lind acted straight, and expelled White from 
the group and took Lind in. 


COUNSELS’ ADDRESSES. 

Mr. Swayne, K.C., addressed the jury on 
behalf of the defendants, Fleming and Kellett. 
Dealing with White's offer to procure a cargo 
of petrol, he said that one of the principal 
difficulties about petrol was securing a dis- 
tributing centre, and White had stated that 
he could get such a centre at Manchester. 
this man White came over to Dublin, and 
cajoled the defendants into the belief that he 
could turn the petrol scheme into a working 
proposition. The jury had heard evidence as 
to the first agreement, and of White's state- 
ment subsequently, that he wanted new bills 
drawn up, because those which had been 
drawn up were not in proper form. It was 
with one of these bills the jury were dealing, 
There were in all 19 bills drawn up—mere 
pieces of paper, with nothing on them beyond 
that White got these gentlemen (the de- 
jendants) to sign them. Could anyone imagine 
‘or a moment that White could get the de- 
jendants to sign bills representing a. total 
amount of £187,000, without some definite 
assurance from him as to what use he was 
going to make of the bills? The evidence for 
the defence was definite—that the defendants 
signed these bills simply and solely for one 
Ovject, and that object was that the bills

BEQUEST FOR MASSES. 


EXECUTORS’ APPLICATION. 
In the Chancery Division yesterday the 
matter of the trusts of the will of Mr. Michael 
E. Fitzgerald, late of 55 Lansdowne road, Co, 
Dublin, deceased, came before the Master of 
the Rolls on a summons, in which the plain- 
tifis were Mr Thomas B. Doyle, Rev. John 
Hooke, ©.C. and Mrs. Sarah Flannery, and 
the defendant was the Law Officer, for the 
determination of questions acer | on the will 
of the deceased. The plaintifis, who are 
the executors of the will, applied for the 
determination of two questions. The first 
was whether the trustees are authorised in 
the direction given to them by the will to 
pay the income of the sum of £1,200 men- 
tioned in the will to the Provincial of the 
Order of Charity in England to have the 
Masses directed by the will said in Ireland 
at the Novitiate of the Order in Ireland, 
though these Masses will not be open to the 
public to attend, The plaintiffs, in the second 
question, ask if the trustees are so authorised 
may they pay the sum of £1,200 to the Com- 
missioners for Charitable Donations and Be- 
vests, with directions to remit the income 
rom time to time to the Provincial of the 
Order of Charity as long as the Provincial 
wil] provide for the Masses in Ireland; and, 
in the event of the Provincial not being able 
to have the Masses said in Ireland, then with 
power to the /Commissioners to provide for 
the saying of the Masses in Ireland without 
any scheme. 

Mr. St. L. Devitt (instructed by Messrs. 
Sheridan and Kenny) appeared for the plain- 
tifis; and Mr. John O'Byrne (instructed by 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) for the Law 
Officer of the Free State. 

Mr. Devitt referred to the affidavit of the 
Rev. John Hooke, C.C., St. Mary's, Hadding- 
ton road, Dublin, one of the executors. He 
stated that the testator died on the 6th July, 
1919. His will was dated 10th August, 1918, 
and the codici] 28th June, 1919. By the 
codicil the testator, Mr. Fitzgerald, made, 
inter alia, the following bequest : 

“TI direct my trustees to set apart out of 
my pure personal estate such a sum not ex- 
ceeding, however, in the whole the sum of 
£1,200, as may be necessary, to have daily 
Mass said or celebrated in public in Ireland 
for the repose of my soul and the soul of my 
wife, our parents, brothers, sisters, and for 
my other intentions, and I authorise my 
trustees to make such arrangements as in 
their discretion they may consider necessary 
for this purpose. 

He (Father Hooke) communicated with al) 
the religious Orders in lreland to ascertain 
if they would undertake to carry out the 
bequest for daily Mass, but they all refused. 
He subsequently wrote to the Very Rev. W. 
T. Hughes, the Provincial of the Institute of 
Charity in England, which has a branch in 
Ireland at Omeath By a letter of June 5th, 
1920, Father Hughes definitely accepted the 
bequest on behalf of his Community on cer- 
tain conditions. The arrangement Was that 
the £1,200 was to be lodged with the Com- 
missioners of Charitable Donations and Be- 
quests, who were to pay the income on the 
investments to the Order of Charity, Rugby, 
so long as they were in a position to fulfil 
the terms of the bequest. In reply to a 
further letter from Messrs. Sheridan and 
Kenny, Father Hughes wrote, on the 14th 
November, 1922:—‘' In the form you sent me 
to sign 1 find a new condition—viz., that the 
Mass must be said in public. The stipend is 
so small that this new restriction makes it 
too onerous for me to accept. I had under- 
taken the obligation intending to have it fu!. 
filled at Novitiate House at Omeath, which 
is not open to the public.” He (Father Hooke) 
subsequently wrote to Father Hughes to know 
if he would accept the trust for the celebra- 
tion of daily Mass if the Court varied the 
terms of the bequest so as to allow the Masses 
to be caliiorated in private Father Hughes 
wrote in reply that, if the words “ in public ”” 
were deleted, he would be willing to accept 
the interest from the Board of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests. 

Father Hooke proceeded to state that the 
funds provided for the trust by the testator 
were limited to £1,200, “which, invested at 
5 per cent., would produce £60 a year, about 
ós. 4d. a day. The ordinary honorarium to 
be accepted by a priest on the occasion of say- 
ing a Mass was fixed by the Provincial 
Synod of Dublin in 1908 at 2s. á 
In the Maynooth Synod of 1900 it was ue 
creed that ‘‘ For private foundation Masses, 
double the ordinary honorarium ought to ne 
assigned,’”’ Since these decrees were pub- 
lished a remarkable change had taken place 
in the value of money, so that 5s. is now 
regarded by all (save the very poor) as .he 
erdinary offering for a private Mass. in 
these circumstances, it was clear that it 
would be impossible to carry out the wishes 
of the testator in exact accordance with the 
terms of the codicil. 

Mr. O'Byrne said he took the view that ibe 
clear intention of the testator was that the 
Masses should be said in perpetui’ -, and that 
the sum of £1,200 was to be set aside and 
provide an income-bearing fund to provide 
for the saying of the Masses. 

The Master of the Rolls said that le 
thought they could carry out both the testa- 
tor’s intentions by having the daily Mass 
said in public as long as the income of he 
£1,200 lasted. If an ‘essential condition of a 
perpetual bequest could not be fulfilled, then 
the charity failed. The next-of-kin and the 
residuary legatees must be brought in. It 
was a very serious questions He hoped that 
the next-of-kin would ‘est it, in ord.: that 
they might have both sides. It might be a 
good thing to open up this private chapel to 
the public. He adjourned the application, 
directing that the next-of-kin and residuary 
legatees should be added as defendants, snd 
seved with notice. 


CLAIM AGAINST A LEGACY. 

Yesterday in the King’s Bench Division, 
before Mr. Justice Dodd, in the case f 
Thomas Bergin vy. Edward and Margaret 
Comerford, 

Mr. Bacon (instructed by Mr. Thomas 
Bergin) applied on behalf of the plaintiff, «« 
parte, for a garnishee order against a legacy 
of £178, which represented -he share of Mrs. 
Margaret Comerford, the female defendant, 
in the residuary estate of John Downey, of 
Barna, Queen’s County. The plaintiff had ob- 
tained judgment for two sums, amounting 
to £56 Ys. 4d. against the two defendants, 
husband and wife; and in his affidavit the 
plaintiff exhibited a letter from Martin Ring, 
the executor of the deceased, stating that 
the deceased's estate had been administered, 
and that he, as executor, had assented to the 
residuary bequest contained in the deceased’s 
will. He had informed Mrs. Comerford that 
a sum of £178 7s. 2d., being the share of the 
residue to which she was entitled, was held 
by him at her disposal. The plaintiff now 
shite for an order garnisheeing as much of 
the legacy mentioned as would satisfy the 
plaintiff's judgment. i 

Mr. Justice Dodd said that he could not 
grant a garnishee order in a case of this kind 
on the facts stated. In order to grant an 
order, the affidavit should state that the 
executor admitted assets, and that he was in- 
debted to the judgment debtor in the sum 
which it was sought to garnishee. He would, 
however, allow a receiver to be appointed, by 
way of equitable execution, over the sum in 
the executor’s hands. 


LOSS OF A MOTOR CAR. 

vn the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be 
fore Mr. Justice Dodd, in the matter of an in- 
tended action of John Hawtrey Peare, of 
Kilmallock House, Enniscorthy, v. The Bristo/ 
Automobile and Genera] Insurance Company, 
Ltd., and the Bankers and General] Insurance 
Company, Ltd., 

Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed by Mr 
William Caulfield) applied on behalf of the 
integded plaintiff for an order giving leave 
to issue and serve a writ out of the jurisdic 
tion on the defendants. The intended action 
was to recover £175, due by the companies on 
foot of a policy of insurance dated 3lst May, 
1922, insuring his Ford motor car against loss 
by theft or robbery. The motor car was 
taken from him by six armed men on the 
night of 23rd July, 1922. His arbitrator, 
Mr. Cornelius J. W. Francis, of Seaview 
House, Castlebridge, Co. Wexford, declared 
that the companies should pay him £175. The 
companies ref to nominate an arbitrator. 
Mr. Justice Dodd refused the motion, stating 
that he was governed by the decision of the 
Court of Appeal in the case of Sanderson and 
Cunningham and others, in which the Court 
of Appeal reversed his decision granting an 
order “9 service out of the jurisdiction. He

A Turkish Tangle. 


The Lausanne kaleidoscope is revolving 
and is throwing out such a he- 
wildering series of pictures of. peace: and 
dificult to tell precisely 
Towards the end of 
last week that the 
Turks would accept the Treaty upon which 
so much care and thought had been lavished 
the Allied and then M. 
Poincaré sent a injudicious Note 
the Angora to the effect 
that his representatives would remain at 
Lausanne as long as the Turks liked to 
pursue -what the Marquis Curzon called 
their “ bazaar”’ This was a grave 
breach in the solidarity the Allies’ 
front; but the defect glossed over, 
and Ms Bompard supported Lerd Curzon 
in presenting the Treaty as a “ magnani- 
mous effort at conciliation.’ M. Poincaré’s 
telegram, however, had encouraged the 
Turks, and Ismet Pasha began to haggle 
and bargain. Lord Curzon declared that 
there could be no haggling, and promptly 
left for London. His action took the Turks 
by surprise ; apparently they thought that 
he merely intended to try them with the 
“bluff” which Lord Beaconsfield used so 
successfulivy at the Conference of Berlin. 
and his departure threw them into a state 
of consternation. M. Bompard was con- 
sulted,, and Ismet announced that he 
accepted all the clauses of the. Treaty 
except those. concerning capitulations and 
the economic concessions given by the late 
Turkish Government to European enter- 
prises. These, however, 
in which France and Italy had an especial 
interest. French merchants have been 
domiciled in Constantinople, Smyrna and 
smaller ports, and the capitulations are 
essential for their protection sc long as 
the Turkish courts remain as they are— 
corrupt and ineffective: The arguments 
for and against were repeated ad nauseam, 
and finally Ismet consented to, waive his 
objections and to accept the capitulations 
clauses. There remained the economic 
clauses. Haggling was still in progress 
with regard to them yesterday, and the 
telegrams from Lausanne were of a most 
conflicting nature. 

Late last night Reuter’s Agency circu- 
lated a message |to the effect that the 
French Government had been informed 
that Ismet Pasija had abandoned his 
attempts t obtain further concessions, and 
had decided to sign the Treaty. If 
this be true: Lord Qurzon’s tactics and 
policy’ have been justified filly. The 
British Foreign Secretary met his 
colleagues in the Cabinet yesterday, and 
later gave representatives of ‘the Press a 
concise report of what had happened at 
Lausanne. He confessed that, when he 
left the Conference, he felt “a terrible, 
but ‘only momentary, depression.” _. It 
seemed as if the work of three months 
had ended in failure and that. the Turks 
were determined to wreck every chance of 
peace. On reflection, however, be convinced 
himself that his work had not been” in 
vain and that ultimately Ismet would see 
the folly of his ways.

Last night Sir J. Martin Harve, presented 
at the Warrick Theatre ‘Via: Crucis “- 
adaptation of Hofmannstahls *‘ Jederinann.”’

It is infinitely tedious ; and. the rhymes 
are banal and at times tiresome in the 
extreme, although Sir J. -Martim Harvey did 
his best to invest them «with a beauty and 
tenderness they did not possess.

ATTACK WITH RIFLE, 
FIRE, AND BOMB. 
TWO MEN KILLED AND 
ONE WOUNDED.

Lhe village of Ballyconuneli, about six miles 
from Belturbet, County Cavan, was the scene 
of an astonishing attack by armed men at 
8 o'clock yesterday morning. 

[wo men were killed, and one was seriously 
wounded—all three in particularly brutal 
circumstances—shops were wrecked and looted, 
aod the villagets were terrorised. 

Our local Correspondent states that armed 
men, estimated at about 50, arrived in a 
seized motor lorry and a motor car. while 
'uany of the villagers. were yet in bed. 

About two miles outside the town they 
“held up” a Cavan and Leitrim Railway 
train, which was in readiness to serve as a 
“special"’ for Ballinamore Fair. They 
boarded it and brought it back to Bally- 
connel] Station, where they overpowered the 
railway staff. 


i SIGNAL OF DEATH. 

A rifle shot was fired by way of signal, 
and the men's confederates opened their 
attack upon the town with bombs ‘and rifle 
fire. The post office telephone was dismantled, 
and the office windows, as well as others in 
the town, were riddled with builets. 

Some of the raiders went to Forster's, which 
was leased to- Messrs. Ovens and Richardson. 
From that house they took out an. assistant, 
who for. some time has been ill. They shot 
him on the street; they kicked him up and 
down, then dragged him to a house on the 
opposite side, and propped hin; up against a 
wall, to find that he was dead. 

Mr. William Ovens, joint proprietor of 
Messrs. Ovens and Richardson, was the next 
victim. He was taken out and shot, a bullet 
fracturing: his left thigh. Mr. Ovens after- 
wards was taken to the infirmary. 

Then the shop of Mr, John Drum, mer- 
chant, was visited. The only persons on the 
prémises were the proprietor. his father-in. 
law, and a ‘lodger, Mr. Shan McGrath, an 
Irish teacher, who belonged to Galway. The 
raiders shot Mr. McGrath at sight, inflicting 
wounds trom which he is reported to have 


died. 
BOMBED AND FIRED. 

Messrs. Forster's premises’ were bombed 
and set on fire, but the fire was afterwards 
extinguished. 

Ir.. Thomas Dolphin’s 
were fired and ‘déstroved. 
house was set on fire, 
quenched. 

Nearly every shop in the town bears marks 
of bomber or bullets, and the windows yester- 
day were shuttered. 

The raiders had placed outposts upon all 
the roads. They took away several motor 
cars, one of which was returned Jater in .the 
dav. 

Hats. coats, caps, and various articles of 
clothing were looted from the shops. One of 
the raiders leit behind him a hat made in 
Germany, and took á new oue in its stead.

To-morrow the “Irish Times 
will publish the first of a series of 
articles based on extracts from the 
lirst volume of Mr. Chourehill’s 
memoirs. 

The book is not a mere chronicle 
of military ani naval operations, but 
a complete aceount, from Mr. 
Churchill’s point of view, of the 
Whole movement of events—political 
and diplomatic, military and naval 
—which led up to ‘the war and 
marked its opening phase. 

The extracts begin with the 
supreme crisis leading to the open- 
ing of the war. Mr. Churchill 
was then, as-he had been since the 
autumn of 1911, First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

In theatirst article Mr. Churchill 
vives a vivid picture of ‘* the - old 
world in its -sunset.’’ He begins his 
narrative of the outbreak of war witb 
the Cabinet of Friday, July 24, 1914; 
which sat long revolying the Irish 
problem. 

He narrates how the Cabinet was 
about to separate when Sir Edward 
Grey read the Austrian Note to 
Serbia. As the reading proceeded 
“the parishes of Fermanagh and 


Tyrone faded back into the mists and 


squatls of Ireland, and a strange light 
began immediately, but by percep- 
tible gradations, to fall and grow 
upon the map of Europe. 

An interesting revelation made by 
Mr. Churchill in this first chapter is 
a meeting with Herr Ballin at dinner 
ten days before the war. He reealls 
Herr Ballin’s saying. “ J] remember 
old Bismarck telling me the year be- 
fore he died that one day the great 
European war would come out of 
some damned foolish thing in the 
Balkans.” ) 

Then Mr. Churchill turns toe the 
monrentous decision that the British 
Fleet should go‘to its war station in 
the North Sea. He gives a moying 
account of the passing of the Narrow 
Straits by the British Fleet: “ The 
King’s ships were at sea.’’ 

The ** Irish Times ” will publish 
sixteen articles in all, based on Mr.

THE OUTLOOK. 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


In the session of Parliament. which opens 
next Tuesday, the Government will have to 
deal with two or three thorny subjects, even 
though a quite modest programme of legisla 
tion is presented.

TURKS AND THE T? LATY.

LORD CURZON’S ACHIEVEMENT. 


The Times observes’ in a leading article :—- 
There seems good reason now to hope that, if 
no further nntoward events occur, the Turks 
will very soon ‘sign a treaty of peace. The 
obstinacy displayed by their delegates at the 
critical moment on. Sunday has had at least 
one good result. It has thrown into relief the 
extraordinary futility of the policy of separate 
negotiation in which the French Government 
attempted to engage during the last week of 
the (Conference. French opinion is indignant, 
and naturaliv so. Through a totally, nnneces- 
sary mancuvre on the pa rt of her own Govern- 
ment France was left at the end of the Con- 
ference in a most humiliating position. 

The situation of all the Allies at this Con 
ference was, in any ease, difficult enough. Mr. 
Lloyd George had piled up trouble by urging 
on the Greeks in their unhappy Anatolian 
enterprise, and by continuing to encourage 
them and to identify the British cause with 
theirs even when it was perfectly plain that 
the Greeks céuld hold out no longer. The 
French Government went to the other.extreme 
by suddenly departing from what was once a 
common Allied policy and transferring their 
support to the Kemalists in the middle of the 
conflict. . ln consequence of these amazing and 
gratuitous errors of policy, which made it 
possible for the peoples of the Near East to 
regard Great Britain and France as being in 
opposite camps. bot! the Hrrtish and the 
French delegations found themselves in a 
very delicate position when at last they met 
the Turks and the Greeks at Lausanne. Two 
great Powers had to fight down the deplor- 
able impression .of weakness and divergency 
of aim that had been creuted in the East by 
their hazard policy since the Armistice It 
was only possible to secute even a tolerable 
peace by displaying patience. firmness, and, 
above all, unity.

NEGOTIATION RUMQURS.

National troops operating in the Kilcash 
district were fired at when approaching a 
farmhouse at Kilcash. The troops took 
cover, and called on those in the house to 
come out, but to this request, and a further 
one to let out the women and children, the 
reply was more firing. The windows from 
which the sHots came were then fired into, 
and fire was also opened from a Lancia and 
a turret car. An officer and some troops 
afterwards rushed the house, and were fired 
at when going upstairs. Four men in the 
house then surrendered. One of them wore 
the uniform of an officer of the National Army. 
In the course of the firing Captain Danne 
was struck on the neck by a bullet, but was 

not seriously injured. 

A large moter lorry, belonging to Messrs. 
John Minch and Sons, Clonmel, when re- 
turning from Mitchelstown, was “held up” 
at Ardfinnan by armed men, who damaged 
the engine ,and set fire to the woodwork. The 
lorry was subsequently towed into Clonmel. 

South Tipperary County Council recently 
decided to repair the big bridge at Kil- 
sheelan, which was blown up by armed men 
when they left Clonmel. It has been inti- 
mated that the bridge when repaired will be 
destroyed again. 

The following message, dated Saturday, 
arrived in Dublin yesterday: — 

“National troops from Clonmel, Carrick, and 
Kilmacthomas made exhatstive searches of 
Derrinlaur, Kilsheelan, Rathgormac, Wind- 
gap, and Coolnamuck districts. Two huts, 
elaborately constructed and carefully screened, 
with excellent accommodation for a number of 
men, were discovered. 

“In Coolnamuck wood a large quantity of 
ammunition, bombs and firearms was .found 
Shelters were destroyed. The following are 
the names of the men taken prisoners :—

An official report issued in Cork yesterday 
states that for the week ending February 4th 
the following were captured in Kinsale dis- 
trict :—20 prisoners, three revolvers, one rifle 
and 80 rounds of ammunition.

Railway officials had great difficulty in 
getting the train away, and, fearing further 
hostile demonstrations in Vienna, General 
Ludendorf alighted at the suburban railway 
station at Hetzendorf, and apent the night 
there.

WIFE’S CONFESSION TO 
HUSBAND. 


In the Divorce Court, London, vesterday, 
the President, Sir Henry Duke, granted a 
decree ní to Harold Ferens, of Sermoor 
Lodge, Bexhill, on the ground of the 
adultery of his wife, Nora Elizabeth Ursula, 
with George Viscount Torrington. Both re- 
spondent and co-respondent denied. the 
adultery, but were not represented. 

The petitioner, in evidence, said that he 
was married in April, 1912, at the Oratory, 
Kensington, and afterwards lived with his 
wife at Pella Vista, Killiney, Co. Dublin.

He received two letters from her purporting 
to be written from Broadstairs, but they were 
posted in Chester. The second, dated August 
29, contained the explanation: ‘‘ A friend oí 
mother’s is going to Crewe, and is going to 
post this on her wav.”

From 
London he wired to his wife at Broadstairs, 
but got no reply. Afterwards he saw his wife 
at Bellomo’s Hotel, Jermyn street.

Men prominent in all branches of aviation 
crowded the Guildhall Council. Chamber in 
London yesterday at the opening of the third 
Air Conference. 

Aeronautical experts of all kinds sat with 
representatives from all the scientific agsocia- 
tions, commercial organisations, Government 
Departments, educational workers, mifhicipal 
councillors from all over the country, Uni- 
versity delegates and politicians.

Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for 
Air, presiding at the opening session, said 
that he was determined to try to develop a 
consistent civil aviation policy. So far was 
he from allowing civil aviation to collapse, 
that for weeks past he had been —_ 
various schemes for setting it in the way o 
organic development. He was anxious to see 
a start made with an Imperial air route, 
whether by aeroplane or by airship. 

‘* Personally,’’ remarked Major-General Sir 
Sefton Brancker in his paper on the position 
of air transport to-day, “I have always looked 
upon collision as about the only danger in 
air transport of the future, just as it is the 
only real. danger on a reiheay or at sea. 
Safety and reliability are the two most im- 
portant objectives which air transport has 
to attain to-day. 

“When we have established those two 
factors, we shall have no more trouble in 
obtaining traffic. Taking safety first, durnng 
1922 there were only three fatal accidents to 
British civil aircraft: One was the. unfor- 
tunate death of Sir Ross Smith and his 
mechanic at Brooklands. 

“ This was owing to an error of judgment 
on the part of a pilot flying a type of aircraft 
of which he had no experience, and after a 
long period away from fiying altogether. This 
accident cannot be taken as a proof that air 
transport is dangerous. 

“The second was a collision which took place 
in very thick weather in France between 4 
British machine and a French machine. 
the British machine was doing a trial flight, 
and had no paying passengers, but ite pilot 
and cabin boy were killed. Its wireless was 
not working. 

The real cause of this accident was that 
no rules of the road had been laid down for 
the Paris service, because everyone had 
optimistically assumed that the air was so 
big that aircraft would not run into one 
another 

“The definite routes have been laid out 
, London to Paris; London, to Cologne ; 
and London to Amsterdam; and aircraft fol- 
lowing these routes must always keep to the 
right of certain objects on the ground, and 
thus avoid the chance of collision. 

‘The third accident happened to a private 
machine flown by a pilot with very little ex- 
perience. As a result of this accident the 
test required to obtain a B licence has been 
made considerably more severe. 

‘Thus there have been no fatal accidents 
to passengers on regular British air routes dur- 
ing 1922, only one passenger was slightly in- 
jured in a collision on the ground. Beyond 
this, there were six minor accidents, in none 
of which anyone was hurt. No paying 
passengers were either killed or injured on 
joy-rides. 

“During the year the regular subsidised 
services carried about 10,100 passengers, and 
22,200 flew.on joy-riding flights. I think we 
can fairly say that the results of 1922 point 
to air transport being a safe means of pro- 
gress, if properly organised and properly ad- 
ministered. ”’ 

“Engine failure is rapidly vanishing. 
Reliability in every way is higher, and as a 
proof of progress towards economical running, 
we obtained nearly twice as much work out 
of each aircraft in 1922 as we did in 1921.”’ 

Alluding to wireless control, General 
Brancker said :'— As traffic increases this con- 
trol system will have to be developed, and it 
should be particularly useful for night flying. 

It may. really be said to-day that the only 
form of weather which stops air transport is 
thick fog. Unfortunately, London and Man- 
chester are more afflicted with this curse than 
almost any part of the civilised globe. 

“ However, I hope that titis meteorological 
disability will help us to produce the finest 
pilots in the world. here is little doubt 
that in the future all aircraft will be provided 
with a navigator, in addition to the pilot, 
and, personally, I think that this navigator 
will tend to become the captain of the ship, 
and give his orders to the pilot. 

‘Meanwhile, I think that we as a nation 
can claim to be ahead of anyone in traffic con- 
trol organisation and in wirelesssnavigation.”’ 

Sir W. S. Brancker added—*‘‘ Comfort is 
being improved. We shall have comparative 
silence before very long. Experiments are in 
progress in. heating and ventilating the,cabins, 
of which we know little at present. I hope 
this may tend to eliminate air sickness, the 
exact causes of which are still unknown. 

“ As soon ás its reliability is established 
all mails will inevitably be transported by 
air, and the pounds of letters carried to-day 
will be converted into tons. These are only 
the posfibilities of to-morrow. 

i will not waste your time by wandering 
into the wonderful realms of the more distant 
future. I will only say that heights of 30,000 
feet and speeds of 300 miles an hour are 
possible—placing New York within 12 hours 
of London, that navigation through any cloud 
or storm will be as easy to the aircraft of the 
future as navigation of the sea is to the big 
ship of today—and to the sceptical I only 
say—compare the latest commercial air liner 
of to-day with the 50 h.p. box kite of 1912, 
and think.’’ 
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OBJECTION TO BELFAST 
CORPORATION BILL. 


The Antrim County Council has decided to 
lodge a petition against the Belfast Corpora- 
-tion Bill. 

Mr. J. K. Currie, solicitor, said that the 
first question was that of the tramways, 
which it was proposed to extend outside the 
horough boundary, and they (the County 
Council) wanted certain provisions and con- 
cessions made as to the upkeep of the roads. 
There were also some matters of engineering. 
The Corporation wanted to put on a fleet of 
omnibuses within a radius of twenty miles 
on their roads, and here again some provision 
was required for the upkeep of the roads. 
The Rural Councils were interested in matters 
of milk, slaughter-houses, and dairies. The 
Corporation wanted power to go out and 
inspect dairies and slaughter-houses through- 
out the county, and any person who killed or 
sent meat to Belfast would have to become 
members of a society to be formed in Belfast. 
The Rural Councils felt that it would be a 
very considerable hardship if a farmer ten or 
fifteen miles away would be liable to a visit 
from an inspector from Belfast. 

Mr. J. Stouppe F. M‘Cance, D.L., stated they 
did not’ want to oppose Belfast getting any- 
thing that they wanted for themselves, but 
if they came outside their boundaries they 
(the County Council) wanted to protect their 
ratepayers. 

_ At the meeting of Portadown Town Council 
it was decided to take no action against the 
Corporation Bill. : 

The Clerk (Mr. H. Sewell) remarked that 
the opposition was coming from Ru 
councils. That Council should wish the Bel- 
fast Corporation every success in the. action 
they were taking to safeguard the interests 
and the health of the citizens.

TERRORISM IN 
SOUTHERN RUSSIA.

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IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Tuesday. 

A million persons in Southern Russia live 
in daily terror of bandits. $ 

From one end of the Ukraine to the other, 
the danger of death or robbery, or both, at 
the hands of bands of men armed with rifles 
and machine guns faces every inhabitant of 
the small towns, passengers on trains off the 
main lines, everyone going-to the district by 
motor-sled, or horse, or even boat. 

Jere is an example. <A few weeks ago 
bandits tore up the rails south of Kueft. 
Their object was to rob the baggage coaches 
and the passengers. They hoped to kill 
as many as possible in the wreck and finish 
the rest off with their rifles. 

In this wreck the baggage car was crowded 
with forty peasant women. The wreck 
caught fire and these women were burned to 
death in a short time. The flames spread 
to other coaches, where numerous passengers 
were pinned. Altogether 30 persons lost 
their lives. . The bandits, who. had opened 
fire on the survivors, were outaiimbered by 
them and dispersed. 

But incidents such as this are not the cause 
of the state of terror in the country dis- 
tricts. This ia due rather to hundreds upon 
hundreds. of holds-up, and the frequent 
nrurders that attend them. 

It: is apparent that all-the peasant young 
bloods, and some of the old timers, handy 
with the rifle, go out on the road to work 
their taxes out on other persons. 

Their chief victims are town and eity 
dwellers. Jews ate considered fair prey for 
everyone, and most of the murders. that 
accompany the-robberies are of Jews. 

This situation has been the direct cause of 
the creation of the secret Jewish army of 
about half a million men, with an active force 
of one hundred thousand armed young men. 

The Soviets, thankful as they are for the 
suppression of banditry, are not pleased by 
this development. First of all, they see in 
a religious armed group a violation of that 
pruiciple of the. A.B.C. of Communism, which 
says: -** Religion and Communism are mcom- 
patible.’’ 

In the cities. banditry has been fairly well 
suppressed this winter owing to the pertected 
police system and more street lighting. . 

Nevertheless, there is an instance in ‘Kieff 
of bandits stopping a street car, robbing 
twelve passengers, then stripping them of 
every garment, and leaving, the twelve naked 
in the snow. Dozens of men are robbed of 
their fur coats in Kieff weekly, and the 
stripping naked of victims is not uncommon.

SUCCESSFUL TRIAL ON 
LONDON-LIVERPOOL TRAIN. 


The possibilities of wireless telephony on an 
express train for the entertainment of pas- 
sengers was demonstrated last night by ex- 
perts of the Marconi Company, by permission 
of the London, Midland, and Scottish Rail- 
way Company, on a train which left Euston 
at 5.30 and ran to Liverpool 

A special saloon was fitted up with outside 
and inside aerials,and a length of wire fixed to 
the roof of the carriage gave excellent results. 
‘‘ Bedtime’’ stories, transmitted by the 
british Broadcasting Company, were heard 
perfectly as the train left Euston, even as it 
passed through the tunnel. 

London was picked up about fifty miles out, 
and later the Birmingham broadcasting sta- 
tion was ‘‘caught’’ at 7.30.

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MET AT THE HUNT. 


WIFE’S ALLEGATIONS 
AGAINST HUSBAND. 


What counsel described as an unhappy case, 
in which a long life of separation appeared to 
be in prospect for the parties, came before the 
Divorce Court in London yesterday, when 
Major Ralph Frederick Bury, barrister at the 
Parliamentary Bar, petitioned for an order of 
restitution of conjugal rights against his wife, 
Mrs. Violet Esme Bury, who replied that she 
had just cause for leaving him. 

Major Bury, said counsel, was forty-six ; his 
income was about £3,000. a year, and he 
possessed a property called St. Leonards, at 
Nazeing, Essex, where his family had lived 
for several generations. Mrs. Bury was 
twenty-five, and the daughter of a Mr. 
Bentley, who. left her about £3,200 a year. 
Her mother, after Mr. Bentley's death, 
married a Mr. Mills, another rich man, and 
they lived at Langton Hall, Market Harboro’. 
The parties met in the hunting field, and were 
married in August, 1920. In the following 
June the respondent -left her hasband, and 
had since refused to return. A child was 
born in October, 1921, and the petitioner wrote 
to his wife asking whether she thought that 
to keep the baby away from its home and 
father was likely to promote the child’s future 
welfare. Mrs. Bary* replied that she was 
quite aware of her fesponsibilities to her 
child, and had uo wish to see her husband 
again or to discuss anything with him. 

At the suggestion of his lordship, counsel 
had a conference with him, but withont re- 
sult, and the case continued. 

The wife's charges, according to the 
petitioner’s counsel, includéd allegations that 
the petitioner, merried her for her money ; 
that he treated her as a nonentity; raged at 
her and threatened her; flew into violent 
tempers when he failed to extract money from 
her; wanted the baby to be born at St. 
Leonards, although he knew that the water 
supply was insanitary; suffered from chronic 
inability to tell the truth; insisted on her 
paying for stamps if she sent a telegram ; only 
allowed one fire at St. Leonards art the 
kitchen fire, so that the respondent had to 
wear furs in the house, and told the village 
constable that she was receiving improper 
letters from a Major 5——. 

Counsel said that the major was a great 
friend of her dead father, and the letters were 
couched in such warm and affectionate terms 
that no one, would be surprised if the peti- 
tioner wondered whether his wife’s staying 
away from home was not due to the fact that 
she had conceived something like an 
affection for the writer. There was, however, 
no justification for any suggestion of impro- 
priety against Mrs. Bury. 

The hearing. was adjourned.

THE SITUATION IN CORK. 

A very hopeful feeling prevails in Cork that 
a settlement will be reached at to day's Con- 
ference. Alderman Kenneally, President of 
the Transport Workers’ Union in Cork, has 
left for the purpose of attending the meeting. 

Meanwhile, the mills which had been seized 
have been vacated and the pickets withdrawn. 

In the course of an interview yesterday, 
the Chairman of the Strike Committee, Mr. 
Collins, stated that one of the employers ap- 
proached them on Monday evening, and 
informed the men that they had arranged 
for a Conference to take place in Dublin on 
Wednesday. With that view the men agreed, 
and then called a general truce. Pending the 
result of the Conference, the men were with- 
drawn from the mills, and the keys handed 
over. All the pickets had been withdrawn, 
with one exception. That exception was with 
regard to stores in which foreign flour was 
stored, and the pickets were there to ensure 
that this foreign flour was not removed with- 
out a permit from the Strike Committee 
Permits were‘not required for the removal of 
flour to the country. 

“ Before we, evacuated the milis,” he con- 
tinued, “we made an offer to the employers 
to come and inspect tne premises, in order 
that they would see that the mills were being 
handed over in the exact state in which they 
existed when taken over, and to see that no 
damage had been done. In the case of Messrs. 
McMullen’s mills, our men are still operating 
there, because of the fact that ‘ condition’ 
wheat must he reduced to flour within a cer- 
tain time after the process of * conditioning’ 
otherwise damage and loss would be inflicted 
on the employers. We decided that the opera- 
tives should remain and run the mills nntil 
the quantity of ‘condition’ wheat had been 
converted into flour, so that in that sense 
evacuation as regards Messrs. McMullen’s 
mills will not be completed until the early 
hours of to-morrow (Wednesday) morning, 
when the representative of the firm takes over 
complete charge. 

“On starting McMullen’s mills we found 
that the supply of engine oil which was essen- 
tial to the running of the mills was insufficient, 
and the Strike Committee decided on removing 
a barrel of oil from Messrs. Furlong’s mills 
for the purpose. We also took from’ the same 
mills a dozen belt fasteners, a dozen belt laces. 
and two bundles of flour bags, an account of 
which we have given to the managing director 
of Messrs. McMullen’s firm. While we were 
in occupation of Messrs. McMullen’s mi!ls we 
made a few sales in the ordinary way. Those 
sales consisted of a load of meal drawn from 
Messrs. Furlong’s mills, particulars of which 
we shall supply that firm with.”

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MORNING OUTRAGE IN 
DUBLIN. 
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EIGHT PERSONS INJURED. 


The offices of the Pathé Fréres Cinema, 
fid., 2 Lower Abbey street, Dublin, were 
burned and destroyed by armed men yester- 
yay morning, and six employés and two 
pther people were injured as the result of an 
gxplosion which accompanied the fire. 

The injured were taken to Jervis Street 
They are :— 

Mary Lennon, office cleaner, 4 Mill street— 
guffering from shock and a cut foot. 

Gladys Clancy, cashier, 5 Ballsbridge 
gvenue—cuts on hand and neck. 

Christina Flynn, 75 Sullivan street, North 
fircular road—shock, scalp wound, and 
wound on forehead. 

Margaret Dunne, 75 Hanover street, East— 
shock and. wounds on face and forehead. 

Mary McCabe, despatch clerk, 3 Upper 
Rutland street—shock and slight wound in 
forehead. 

James Cullen, ._ messenger, 16 Lower 
Gardiner street—shock and cuts on face ard 
forehead 

John Bailey, 7 Barsfield quay—shock and 
bu na on face and hands. 

James Desmond, 12 Lower Abbey street — 
rontusion of shoulder, and wouncs on neck, 
forehead and face. 

The first six persons were employed on the 
premises, and the last two were passing when 
the explosion took place. 

The ground floor of the Lower Abbey 
street premises is occupied by Messrs. Butler 
end Co., musical instrument makers, and 
shove it were situated the offices and show- 
rooms of the Pathé Fréres. 

It appears that at 9.15 a.m., shortly after 
the staff of five young women and a man had 
hegun their business, four young men entered 
the premises. Two of them went into the 
despatch office. where one inquited for a 
‘ Gazette,”’ while the other two went to an- 
other room. 

One of the employés noticed that the men 
In the despatch room had revolvers, and she 
left to go into the front office. . 

The members of the staff, it appears, were 
ordered into one of the rooms, and remained 
there while the raiders poured petrol from 
eans in rooms on the second and third floors. 

In a moment the place was in flames. ‘Ihe 
staf ran down stairs, and when they had 
reached the street a loud explosion was 
heard. and the front window on the first 
floor was blown out. It was the fall of the 
broken glass and other fragments of the 
window that caused the injuries to the six 
employés and to the two men, Bailey and 
Desmond, who were passing the premises at 
the tume. 

RAPID SPREAD OF FIRE. 
ing to the highly inflammable nature of 
the material in the showrooms, the fire gained 
an immediate hold on the upper portion of 
the building, and, although three sections of 
the Fire Brigade, under the direction of Cap- 
iain Myers, arrived within a few minutes, 
the fire was not got under contro] before 
much damage had been ‘done. After the 
flames had been extinguished—at 10 o’clock— 
it was found that the offices on the first and 
second floors had been gutted, and in the 
hack offices on both floors everything had 
bean destroved. The windows of both front 
ofices had been blown out by the explosion, 
which. it is allered, was caused by a bomb 
that had been left in one of the rooms. 

Anart from that caused bv water, the 
premises of Messrs. Butler and Co., on the 
eround floor, suffered little damage. , The 
instruments, etc., had been removed from 
tlic a day or two ago. 

YOUNG WOMAN'S ACCOUNT. 

Miss Mary McCabe, who was employed in 
the despatch department of Messrs. Pathe 
Freres, said that the other girls and she 
were arranging their work in the despatch 
oiliúe when the men arrived. Two of them, 
with revolvers in their hands, came into tie 
despatch room, and one of them told the 
casiner—Miss Clancy—that he wanted ‘o yet 
a “ Ganette.”” She asked him what number 
of the ‘‘Gazette’’ he wanted, and the man 
replied thet it was all right and that he 
wanted ta watch for, a car that would be 
passing. She turned to go into the front ofhce 
aad on peturning to the despatch room saw 
it in flames. The men had ordered the girls 
into another room, with the messenger, and 
thev were left there until they saw the «moke 
They then rushed out and were standing on 
the footpath when there was a loud explosion, 
and the window fell pn them. She was 
thrown to the ground by the force of the ex- 
plosion. 

An emplové of Messrs. Butler and Co., who 
wae on the top floor of the premises, escaped 
from the building. 

The men who set fire to the place were said 
to have gone away towards Amiens «treet, 
when the fire started. . 

None of the injured & in a serious con- 
dition. 

The damage is estimated at several thousand 
pounde. The figures given include over 
1.900.000 feet of films, which would cost 
PJ. per foot to prodnce, two new machines 
value £150 each, and office equipment and 
apparatus.

BOTH HOUSES.

Both Houses of the Oireachtas meet this 
afternoon at ó o'clock. 

On the Dail Orders of the Day there are 
nineteen questions. Amongst the questioners 
is Alderman Alfred Byrne, who will ask the 
Minister for Local Government if he has con- 
sidered the desirability of granting to private 
builders a sum sufficient to make the building 
of houses a paying proposition; if go, will he 
state the amounts, and if they will be pro-: 
vided for in the 1923-24 Estimates. 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon will ask if the Local 
Government Department will issue balance of 
a loan for the erection of fourteen labourers’ 
cottages in the Navan rural district. 

Mr. Rooney will ask as to a loan to make 
the Irish fishing fleet efficient. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis will ask the Minister for 
Kisheries “if he is aware that the Irish fish- 
ing industry is at the present moment in. a 
perilous state; if one of the contributory 
causes to this is that the railway freights for 
fish are very high; if, in most countries that 
have a fishing industry to nurture and culti- 
vate, special freights and facilities are 
arranged for the cheap and rapi@ transit of 
fish; and if he will undertake to call a con- 
ference representative of the industry and of 
railway boards to inquire into the possibility 
of such similar action being taken in Ireland.” 

Mr. William Davin wil! ask the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce if it is the intention 
of the Government to re-build the destroyed 
military barracks at Birr, as the National 
troops in that town lack proper accommoda- 
tion. 

Mr. O’Shannon will ask the Minister for 
Defence whether an armed party of troops 
from the local barracks attended without in- 
vitation a birthday party held in a Jabourer’s 
cottage in Cresslough, Donegal, on January 
14th; whether the man in charge of this 
party intervened, and prevented one of» the 
guests from singing a song entitled ‘* Labour's 
Call,” written by Peadar O Cearnaigh, author 
of “AA Soldier's Song”; whether, when the 
party was breaking up this guest was 
arrested; and what action the Minister pro- 
poses to take in the matter. 

Mr. Davin will ask the same Minister if he 
can state the reason for the arrest of Joseph 
O'Connor, goods checker, G.S. and W. Rail- 
way Company, Maryborough Station, on 11th 
January ; whether he is aware that O'Connor 
denies having been associated in any way with 
irregular forces, and seeing that he is pre- 
pared to give the usual undertaking, if he will 
give favourable and immediate consideration 
to the request for his release. 

There are several questions on the paper 
concerning allowances to dependents of 
soldiers, payment of accounts due to trades 
people, and payment of claims for compensa- 
tion for damage, and the taking of private 
property. 

A bill will be introduced, the object of 
which is to authorise certain. statutory under- 
takings in Saorstat Eireann to continue tem- 
porarily the increases authorised under. recent 
statutes in the statutory charges made by such 
undertakings respectively, and for other pur- 
poses connected therewith. 

The report stage of the Enforcement of Law 
(Occasional Powers) Bill will be taken; notice 
of “several amendments has been given. 

The Minister for Finance will move :— 

That it is expedient to authorise the pay- 
ment out of moneys to be provided by the 
Oireachtas of any expenses authorised to be 
incurred under any Act of the present session 
for the salaries and allowances of District 
Justices, and for making good any deficiency 
in the Petty Sessions Clerks’ Fund. 

The Committee stage of the District Justices 
Bill will form part of the business of the day. 


THE SENATE. 

The first business on the Orders of the Day 
for the Senate is a message from the Dail ask- 
ing that the Indemnity (British Military) Bill, 
which the Senate postponed a fortnight ago, 
should be passed. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) will move :— 
That an election to fill the vacancy in the 
Seanad caused by the resignation -of Mr. 
Mansfield, be held on the 21st inst. 

Senator Douglas well move :—That, in ac- 
cordance with Article 82, Section (d) of the 
Constitution, which is as follows :—‘‘ Of the 
thirty nominated members, fifteen to be 
selected by lot shall hold office for the full 
eriod of twelve years, the remaining fifteen 
shall hold office for six vears,’’ a selection by 
lot be held for the purpose named in such 
section on the 8th day of February, 1925. 

The procedure to be adopted for this pur- 
pose shal] be as follows:—The names of the 
thirty nominated members shall be written 
on uniform slips of paper, which slips shall 
be open to the inspection ‘of all Senators 
present. The Clerk, by direction of the 
Cathaoirleach, shall place the slips in a bag, 
and thev shall be drawn out by the senior 
elected Senator present. The first fifteen 
names so drawn shall be those of the Senators 
to hold office for twelve years. 

Senetor Farren will -move:—‘‘ That the 
Seanad views with great concern and gur- 
prise the decision of the Government to with- 
hold the Housing grant from the Dublin 
Corporation, and requests the Government to 
reconsider the question. with a view to 
rescinding their decision.’’ 

Senator Sir John P. Griffith will move a 
resolntion, urging the Government to restore 
to its legitimate use the College of Science, 
with its unique and splendidly equipped 
laboratories and workshops, at the earliest 
possible moment. consistently with the 
exigencies of the Government service. and to 
maintain it at its highest efficiency for tech- 
nical education and the scientific require- 
ments of the Irish Free State.

PUBLIC TENNIS COURTS FOR 
THE PEOPLE’S PARK. 

Kingstown Urban District Council last 
night adopted the report of the Sports 
Grounds Committee appoited Lo inquire into 
the possibility of providing publc lawn 
tenis Courts, and a general sports ground in 
the townslup. 

the Committee’s report states that the 
People’s Park would be very suitable for 
tennis courts and a bowling green. Judging 
by the manner in which the Herbert Park, 
Pembroke, courts were patronised, there was 
little doubt that they would be equally suc- 
cessful in Kingstown. 

Considerable discussion then took place as 
to the merits'and demerits of tennis as a 
pastime. 

The report further states that during fétes 
the grass plots should be used only for small 
tents, and for such purposes as would not 
necessitate the cutting up or pegging out of 
the ground. In order to keep within the 
regulations, the Park should not be closed 
to the public during the early part of the 
days on which these fétes were held. There

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LETTERS DECIDE ACTION. 


DECREE FOR WRONGED WIFE IN 
LONDON COURT. 


In the Divorce Division, London, yesterday, 
a decree nist was granted to Mrs. Kathleen 
Lickler, of Ealing, who alleged cruelty and 
adultery by her husband, Mr. Arthur Tickler, 
with Lady Eugenia Bertnance Doughty. 

In granting the decree, the judge said that 
certain letters which figured in the case could 
not be read without one arriving at the con- 
clusion that the husband had committed 
adultery. 

There was no defence to the action. 
Petitioner's counse! stated that the parties 
were married in 1907, and there were four 
children. The cruelty and adultery began at 
the end of 1920, when the respondent formed 
an attachment for Lady Doughty, who was a 
widow. The petitioner discovered a remark- 
able series of letters between ‘the respondent 
and Lady Doughty, which counsel read. 
Counsel continued that petitioner had been 
to see Lady Doughty, and subsequently her 
husband threatened to shoot her with al 
revolver. 

In her evidence, the petitioner said that, 
after becoming associated with Lady Doughty, 
her husband told her she could put up with it 
or leave. She identified an entry in her 
husband’s handwriting, which read “ Captain 
and Mrs. Dillon,’’ in the register of a Notting- 
ham hotel, and bore out her counsel's state- 
ment as to thd revolver incident. 


YOUNG WOMAN SHOT 


REMARKABLE ‘INQUEST 
STORY. 
a 
SOLDIER’S STATEMENT. 


Death was due to a revolver shot, but there 
was no evidence to show how the wound was 
inflicted, waa the verdict of a coroner's jury 
in Dublin at the inquest on Elizabeth Walsh 
(18), a native of Ballymahon, Co. Longford, 
who was found shot in the: kitchen of 


O’Brien’s Hotel, 80 Parnell street, on Monday 
night. 

A police inspector produced a jong state- 
ment which had been made to him by Private 
Ambrose Hickey, Ist. Battalion Dublin 
Brigade, Nati Army, who had been in the 
kitchen with Miss Walsh during the evening. 

Miss Mary Walsh identified the body as 
that of her sister. At 7 o'clock the previous 
evening she was in the kitchen of the ho 
with her sister, Miss O’Brien, and Private 
Ambrose Hickey. She saw Miss O’Brien go 
to Private Hickey’s great coat. Hickey ran 
at the same time to where the coat was, and 
took a revolver from the pocket of it. Miss 
O’Brien asked him if it was loaded, and he 
said that it was. She then left the kitchen 
and went out. She never heard her sister 
threaten to take her life. 

To Mr. Corrigan—She and her sister knew 
Private Hickey for the last two years. 

Miss Annie Ennis, who is employed as a 
waitress at the hotel, said that at about 9.40 
o'clock she was going down stairs to the 
kitchen when she met Hickey. He shouted, 
““Get the ambulance: Lizzie is shot.” 

Replying to Mr. Corrigan, the witness said 
that she never heard of a quarrel between 
the deceased girl and Hickey. She went to 
the kitchen when the ambulance was sent for, 
and saw deceased girl lying on the floor, 
bleeding from the mouth. There was a sol- 
dier’s belt on the floor. 

To the Coroner—When she was going into 
the kitchen about six o clock Hickey “ Fo 
her a revolver that he had in his pocket. 

Corener—What caused the conversation 
about the revolyer’ He was showing me now 
he fired it through his pocket at one time. 

Mr. Corrigan—Did you ever see him before 
with a gun? Yes, often. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE, 


Dr. Michael A. Walsh gave evidence that 
when the girl was brought to Jervis street 
Hospital she was dead. He performed a 
post-mortem examination, and found an oval 
shaped punctured wound on the right breast. 
It passed through the heart and left lung, 
and lodged beneath the skin. Death was due 
to shock and hemorrhage 

In reply to questions, Dr Walsh said that 
he could find no satisfactory evidence cf 
singeing on the clothing. The clothing was 
dark, and would not show singeing very well. 

Coroner—Are you in a position to siate 
whether the wound was self-inflicted or uct! 
1 think it is quite possible. 

Miss Bridget O’Brien deposed that at about 
nine o'clock she was in the bedroom, when 
she was called by Mr. Peter Garvey, who told 
her that Lizzie Walsh had been shot dead. 

In reply to Mr. Corrigan, she said that 
earlier that evening she and Private Hickey 
were tricking over a gold tie-pin belonging to 
him. He took a revolver from his overcoat 
pocket and showed it to her. It was loaded. 
She then went out, leaving the deceased girl 
and Private Hickey in the kitchen. She never 
heard her threaten to take her life. 

Mr. Corrigan—Did you ever hear of her 
getting into fits over a row or anything like 
that ?— Yes. 

Witness went on to say that on the previous 
Tuesdav night she and Hickey found the de- 
ceased lying on the ground in the yard. They 
brought her into the kitchen and revived her 
after about twenty minutes. Hickey did 
everything possible for her. On the following 
Friday mght Hickey went into the kitchen, 
and after staying a short time said that he 
had to go on a message and would be back 
again. Then he had gone the deceased gir! 
complained of a terrible pain in her head, and 
collapsed as she was about to leave the 
kitchen. The witness asked her what was the 
matter, but got no reply. Hickey arrived 


afterwards, and they both brought her round. 


after about ten minutes... Hickey lived on the 
opposite side of the street, and was a frequent 
visitor to the hotel. 


THE STATEMENT. 


Inspector O'Connell read the statement 
which had been made to him by Private 
Hickey after he had been cautioned :— 

““ At about 9.30 p.m. on the 5th inst. I was 
in the kitchen of the house 80 Parnell street 
with Lizzie Walsh, who was employed as cook 
there. We were together. I had my topcoat 
off, and it was lying on the table. There was 
a .45 Webley six-chamber revolver in the right 
outside pocket of the coat, and there were 
three rounds in the revolver. I left the 
kitchen to go to the lavatory, leaving the coat 
on the table, and the only. person in the 
kitchen wae Lizzie Walsh. The revolver was 
in the coat pocket. The lavatory is about ten 
vards from the kitchen. When I heard a shot 
I rushed back to the kitchen. I saw Miss 
Walsh lying on the floor, with the revolver 
beside her. I then picked up the revolver, 
rushed up the stairs, where [ met a gir! 
named Annie Ennis, a waitress in the hotel. | 
told her to get the ambulance; as Lizzie Walsh 
had shot herself. and she replied: ‘Go you 
and get the ambulance.’ 

“I then rushed out and went to the Rotunda 
Hospital, where I met a doctor at the door. J 
asked him where I could get an ambulance, 
and he telephoned for one. The doctor told 
me the ambulance was engaged, so I went on 
as fast as‘ possible to the Fire Brigade station 
to get it sent on without delay, and when 
at D'Olier street the ambulance passed 
me- going in the direction of the 
Rotunda. I then returned, and went 
to my own house at 162 Parnell street, 
which is ná NN the hotel, and on learning 
thére that Miss Walsh had been taken to 
Jervis street Hospital, I went there, and 
subsequently went to the hotel where I met 
the sergeant. 

The following is the extract quoted above :— 

“ On last Sunday night week, 28th January, 
I was in the kitchen of the same hotel with 
Miss Walsh. I told her [| would not care to 
see her any more, as | intended to go with 
another girl’ When I was leaving she accom- 
panied me to the halidoor, and said that it 
Í did not come down the following night she 
would do something to herself. 1 did go 
down the following night, fearing she might 
do something rash, and she told me that if 
I had not come she would have poisoned her- 
self. After chatting with her for some time, 
she left the kitchen and went into the yard, 
and as she was not returning after about ten 
minutes, | went into the yard, where I saw 
her lying on the ground. I took her up 
and brought her into the kitchen, and gave 
her a drink of water, which revived her, and 
she commenced crying, and would not stop 
until I promised her I would come down 
again. called to see her on Wednesday 
night, and again on Thursday night, and on 
the latter occasion I told her 1 would not 
call again. On this night she again took 
bad. stayed with her for some time, and 
when leaving I told her if she wanted me to 
send for me. 

“On Friday night she sent for me, and I 
went to see her, when she again took bad. 
I saw her again on Saturday night, and when 
leaving she again went into a fit, and a girl 
named Bridget O’Brien assisted me in taking 
her into the kitchen. I was with her again 
on Sunday night.” 

The inspector said that, having made this 
statement, Hickey handed him a #ix- 
chamber Webley revolver (produced). In it 
was the spent cartridge and two live cart- 
ridges. It showed evidence of having been 
recently discharged. 


A MILITARY REGULATION.

Interesting wireless telephone experiments 
were carried out during her voyage from 
New York on the Cunard liner Berengaria, 
which arrived at Southampton yesterday.

McDonald, had on board a wireless telephone 
receiving set-which she erected on the ship’s 
boat deck, and for several days after leaving 
America was able to receive special messages 
from Chicago, where her brother, who 1s 
head of an important radio company, was 
experimenting. She stated that the voice 
could be heard quite clearly. 

The receipt of each message was checked 
by the Berengaria’s powerful wireless in- 
stallation, and confirmation was received 
within a short time of the receipt of the 
original message.

YOUNG MAN SHOT DEAD. 


Mr. Thomaa Roche, of Ballymackessy, New- 
castle West, was accidentally shot dead yes- 
terday morning by a National Army patrol. 
Mr. Roche was the son of Mr. M. J. Roche, 
formerly Clerk of Petty Sessions, Newcastle 
West. He was driving in a moter car from 
his home to a wedding a few miles away, when 
he was ordered to halt near Castlemahon 
Cross, at about 7.30 a.m., by National troops. 
The “halt” was called several times, but he 
either did not hear the challenge, or took it to 
be an unauthorised ' hold up.” as he had 
served at a volunteer with the National Army. 
It appears that he endeavoured to drive the 
car through, and was shot, living only a few 
minutes after receiving the wound. 

The Coroner (Mr, BR. Cussen, solicitor) held 
an inquest yesterday afternoon. 

' Captain Mortell, who was in charge of the 
military patrol, described how, when return- 
ing from the Fanlehan direction to Newcastle, 
they saw the lights of a car coming against 
them, and called on it at least five times to 
halt. It did not halt, but went past them. 
One shot was fired, and then several. The 
car stopped, and when they came up to it Mr. 
Roche was dying. 

The jury returned a verdict according to the 
medical evidence, that death was due to 
hemorrhage, and they expressed sympathy 
with Mr. Roche’s family.

DISAGREEMENT OF THE JURY. 


The trial at the Liverpool Assizes yesterday 
of Patrick and John Courtney, father and son, 
and Patrick Walsh, on charges of being in 
unlawful possession of firearms and explosive 
substances, with intent to endanger life or to 
injure property, or enable others to do so, 
concluded yesterday. The jury, after an 
absence of two hours and a quarter, failed to 
agree in the case of Walsh and Conrtney, 
senior, but they found the younger Courtney 
guilty. 

Both Walsh and Patrick Courtney, on oath, 
strongly denied having any knowledge pre- 
vious to the day of the police raid of the fire 
arms and explosives being in the house, of 
which the last-named was stated to be the 
occupier. 

John Courtney swore that he merely took 
possession for a few days of the weapons and 
cartridges for a man named Broderick, who 
was changing his lodgings. He had no inten- 
tion of endangering life or injuring property, 
or of enabling anvbody else to da so. He 
explained his statement to the police, ‘‘I will 
take responsibility; this is a young man’s 
fight.” by saving that he considered that it 
was not a case for an old man like his father 
to be going to prison for what he (accused) 
was doing. 

Mr. Justice Greer said that he would con- 
sider whether Patrick Courtney and Walsh 
could be re-tried at the end of the Liverpool 
Assize or at Manchester, and meanwhile he 
postponed sentence in the case of John 
Courtney.

POLICEMAN'S DISCOVERY IN

PRICE OF BREAD. 


COST OF PRODUCTION 
IN DUBLIN,

An investigation which showed that 
the cost of the 4b. loaf in Dublin during 
October and November, 1922, was 9.13d., with 
a return of 9.47d., was reported by Mr. Frank 
Lawson, of the firm of Messrs. Torquand, 
Youngs and Co., chartered accountants : d 
auditors, London, at the sitting of the Cum- 
mission on Food Prices at the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Professor Whelehan, Chairman of the Com- 
mission, presided. 

Mr. Lawson stated that his firm had been 
requested by the Dublin Master Bakers’ Com- 
mittee to examine their accounts. In 
conjunction with a well-known Dublin firm of 
auditors, they had investigated the accounts 
of several companies, including Messrs. Johns- 
ton, Mooney and O’Brien; J. Downes and 
Sons, Bolands, Ltd. (two bakeries); Peter 
Kennedy (four bakeries), and J. Kennedy. 
The period covered was for October and 
November of last year. 

The amounts-expended in the purchase of 
flour and other ingredients had been ascer- 
tained for each separate bakery, and added 
together. The wages for the period had been 
treated in a similar manner. Expenditure, 
under the heads of horse-keep, motor running 
expenses, fuel power, lighting and freight on 
bread, and overhead expenses, were exhaus- 
tively analysed. 

The result.of the investigation was that the 
cost of the 4ib. loaf during October and 
November, 1922, was 9.13d., and the receipts, 
less discount allowed, gave a return of 9.474. 
a loaf. The difference, .34 of a penny per 
loaf, represented what was generally known 
as profit, but. which they thought could be 
equally described as an amount representing 
interest on capital invested in the bread por- 
Capita! 
could be invested to-day in first-class in- 
dustrial debentures to give a return of 6 or 
7 per cent. per annum, and they thought a 
return of 11 or 12 per cent. micht reasonably 
be looked for from a trade which was liable 
to such violent fluctuations as the baker) 
trade. : 

The average yield of loaves per sack of flour 
was 89.2, and the average cost of flour 
sumed per sack for the two months 
42s. 5d. 

They understood that the 4b. loaf was 
sold in Belfast to-day at 10d. retail, Jesa 5 
per cent. discount, or 95d. net., and wholesale 
at 9id. net. 

Prices in Dublin to-day were 10id. retail, 
and 104d., less 10 per cent. discount, whole- 
sale; but there was one important difference 
In Belfast all outside loaves are sold at 
maximum prices, whilst in Dublin these are 
sold at 10d., and they understood that 20 per 
cent. of loaves were sold at this price. It 
would appear at first sight that Belfast gells 
at id. per loaf less than Dublin. 

The position, however, appeared to be as 
follows :— 

Average price for Dublin bread. 9.70d. per 
4ibs. ; average price in Belfast, 9.33d. per 4lbs. 

Dublin appeared, therefore, to charge on the 
average .5/d. more than Belfast, and their 
flour cost them .35d. per loaf less than the 
cost in Belfast. It might, therefore, be con- 
tended that the Dublin margin was .70d. per 
loaf more than Belfast. But in this connec-

tion, they must bear in mind two important . 


factors—namelv, higher Dublin wages and the 
decreased yield of loaves per sack in Dublin 
as compared with Belfast. It would appear, 
therefore, that the profit per loaf secured at 
the moment in Dublin was no greater than 
that in Belfast. 

Mr. Lawson quoted figures to show the 
increasé in the cost of the various items of 
production on the cost as it would have been 
in 1914, the average of the figures working out 
as an increase of over 117 per cent. 


Replying to the Chairman, the witness said 


the figures quoted hy him were not those of 
any particular: bakery, but a kind of average 
based on all the Dublin w hose 
accounts had been gone into. 

The Chairman—lf we have in the City of 
Dublin certain. bakeries which are thoroughly 
up-to-date, and are working économically, the 
figure which would actually and accurately 
represent what is the fact for that bakery, 
would not be represented by the figures which 
you have put in, and neither would the figures 
which you have put in actually represent fact 
or facts with regard to a bakery which is 
being run uneconomically ; so that I submit to 
you that, while one bakery or a nuniber of 
bakeries in Dublin may be working economi- 
cally at a certain figure, others may not 
Hence, if we are to alter a price taken right 
over all the figures, we will be making the 
public pay for the uneconomical business con- 
ducted. In other words, if we take the re- 
turns from a firm that has been working on 
economic lirtes, and we are to apply these to 
some other firms, there is just the possibility 
that these other firms may not be able to 
pav? i 

Witness—Í assure vou that there is not one 
bakery in Dublin which might be described 
as a “‘dud”’ concern 

The Chairman said they were asked to in- 
quire into the costs at all stages of production, 
and he thought thev could not hope to arrive 
at them by taking the economic with the un 
economic bakery, which would mean making 
the public pay for inefficiency. 

Witness, in reply, said he bore that in mind, 
but uneconemically managed firms would 
naturally die at a very early date. In reply 
to further questions from the Chairman, Mr. 
Lawson said that a daily output of 100,000 
loaves in Dublin at .37d. per loaf would work 
out at.the seemingly high figure of £154, but 
.39d. represented the actual expenditure. 

Questioned by Sir James Craig, the witness 
said that Belfast bakers got 92 loaves out of a 
sack of flour, and the Dublin bakers only 
got 89.2, a difference of 2.8 loaves. Dublin 
bakers made a profit of 2s. 6d. per sack, and 
the Belfast bakers a profit of 2s. 3d. 

Sir James Craig—The extra two loaves 
which the Belfast baker gets out of a sack of 
flour gives him a further profit of 2s. Gd. from 
each sack”. Yes. 

Answering the Chairman, witness said that 
the rate of wages paid in Dublin for table 
hands was 94s., as against 80s. in Belfast ; and 
for night work they were paid 103s., as 
against 86s. in Belfast. 

Replying to further questions, the witness 
said that bread was sold in Harrod’s, London, 
at 8d., and in other places at 9d., but the 
bread in London was not as good as that in 
Dublin. 

Mr. Hugh Kennedy, member of the firm of 
Messrs. P. Kennedy dnd Co., stated that he 
had considerable experience of the Dublin 
bakery trade. The Committee, of which he 
was a member, thought that the best way of 
preparing statistics would be to appoint a 
firm of auditors, who would be independent 
of all members of the local trade. These 
auditors had full access to the books. 

Witness than adverted to some peculiarities 
of the Dublin bakery trade, in order to meet 
the comments made. Apart from the quality 
of the flour used, the amount of water used 
per sack of flour had an important bearing on 
the cost of the loaf. In Dublin the amount of 
water used varied from 12} to 13 gallons per 
sack of flour (280lbs.); while in some districts 
of England 18 or 19 gallons were used. It 
was evident that bread made from dough con- 
taining 18 gallons of water per sack had much 
more moisture per 4]b. loaf than the flour in 
which only 12 or 13 gallons of water per sack 
were used. 

The question of weighing, continued the 
witness, should also be taken into account. 
In’ Dublin the .amount of dough usec 
to make a 2lb, loaf was 2ibs. 4ozs., 
elsewhere the amount used was 
Qlbs. 3ozs., or 2iba ó)oss That margin 
was allowed in the manufacture. In Dublin 
89.2 loaves were produced from a sack of 
four. In other places where different ‘pro- 
cesses were employed, 96 loaves were pro- 
duced. 

Witness said that they must bear in mind 
that Belfast was one of the most highly 
organised bakery centres in the United King- 
dom. They had the best equipment and plant, 
and the type of loaf they produced favoured 
most economical production. In Dublin the 
type of loaf produced called for considerably 
more handling. In Belfast nearly all the 
bread produced could be disposed of at full 
standard price. In Dublin it was customary 
to sell a certain portion of it at reduced 
prices. | "k 
T Chairman asked the witness why 
answers were not returned by the master 
bakers and others in deply to queries sent 
out by the Commission? 

The witness said that, while the master 
bakers were anxious to help the Commission 
by every means in their power, slill they 
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thought that jf they gave the information, 1% 
would mean that. people who were not con: 
nected with: the business would get a great 
deal more information than they were 
entitled to. ‘There was a great deal of com 
petition, and competitors had . different 
methods, and they thought that the ex 
perience gained in a lifetime should not be 
given away. He thought that that was a 
most legitimate objection, but, of 
there was no objection to an individual baker 
giving his personal opinion. 

Chairman—You will observe 
your personal opinion 

Witness—My views are 
agreement with those of the trade. 

The chairman pointed out that witwess 
said there was variation in the blending of 
the flour, production and distribution; it 
struck him as singular that there 
variation in the price of bread to the con 
sumer. Ought it not be the duty of the 
Association to, so combine in the purchase of 
the raw materials that the consumer should 
also benefit’ 

Witness-—I am afriad it 
to combine and buy flour. 

On the chairman remarking that from time 
to time notices appeared in the Press that 
the master bakers fixed the price of bread at 
a certain rate, the witness remarked that 
there was no compulsion on any baker to 
follow the decision of the master bakers, and 
he further said that the master bakers fixed 
the prices at a reasonable figure. 

Asked by the chairman if a master baker, 
by skill and business acumen, was able to pro- 
duce bread. cheaper than other bakers, was not 
that trader entitled to give the consumer the 
benefit of it’ 

Mr. Kennedy replied that it would then be 
a case of the survivor of the fittest. 

Aiter further questions, the chairman said 
that it was important that the public in Dub- 
lin should know that the master bakers sold 
the 4lb. outside loaf a halfpenny cheaper to 
the retailer than the ordinary loaf, and the 
2lb. loaf id. cheaper. 

Replying to Mr. Hewat, in regard to the 
high cost of living in Dublin, the witness 
said that two important reasons were 
cost of labour and high city rates. hy 
rates were over 20s. in the £, as compared 
with 14s. in Belfast. Gas and other things 
were also higher. 

Mr. Farren asked if the operative bakers 
worked for nothing in Dublin, could the 
bread be sold as chéaply as in London— 
Sd. per 4lbs. ? 

'“ No,” replied the witness 

“Then it cannot be the hig! 

Dublin that is responsible tor the

The chairman said that the onlv thing he 
objected to in connection with the Master 
Bakers’ Association was that they had fixed 
a flat price to the consumers, and it was 
admitted that they agreed to use 20 per cent 
of Irish milled flour, and vet they would 
not combine to purchase materials advan- 
tageously, which would undoubtedly be a 
benefit to the public. 

Witness—Do you suggest 
have one huge trust? 

Chairmah—No, but that

Mr. Purtill, of Messrs. Boland’s. Ltd., 
stated that the master bakers of Dublin could 
not possibly reduce the price of bread in 
existing circumstances. i 

Mr. Smith, Secretary Dublia and District

4lb. loaf was an economic pfice for bread 
under the conditions prevailing in Dublin at 
present. 

The Commission adjourned at 6.20 p.m.

Str,—Regarding the prevailing speculation 
as to the possible contents of the remaining 
tomb chamber in the Valley of the Kinz» 
near Luxor, about to be opened by Lord 
Carnarvon’s assistants, it may be mentioned 
definitely that the bod y of Akhnaton Pharaoh 
wil] not be found there. 

The body and coffin of this epileptic and 
unwarlike, though enlightened, young Pharaoh 
were discovered in 1907 by Mr. Weigall, In- 
spector-General of Upper Egypt, Department. 
of Antiquities, and removed by him to the 
Cairo Museum. ‘They were found in the rock 
tomb which had been built by Akhnaton for 
his mother, Queen Tig (a Syrian Princess, who 
probably was the inspirer of her son's Synan 
Sun worship), and in which her body was 
duly entombed by Nino: on his own death 
not Jong after, his body was laid to rest m 
the same tomb by his son-in-law, Tutankh- 
amon; but as the Egyptian nation had then 
reverted to Amon worship, and it was cov- 
idered that the tomb might be polluted by 
the body of her heretic son, the Queen's body 
was removed from it and deposited elsewhere, 
probably in the tomb of her husband, King 
Amenophis IL]., in the same neighbourhood 
In the process of removal of her body her 
coffin fell to pieces, and was ,Jeft in the tomb, 
which was then re-closed and sealed bv 
Tutankh-Amon, portion of whose seal was stil 
attached to it when discovered by Mr. 
W eigail 

A number of hymns are recorded to have 
been composed by Akhnaton in honour of 
the Spirit of the Sun, one of the most beaut:- 
ful of which resembles the civ. Psalm so 
closely that it is believed that it was incor- 
porated by the Jews in the Book of Psalms, 
or that both were derived from an older 
Syrian hymn in honour of the Sun god (vide 
Weigall, Blackstone and Sons).—Yours, ete.,
